put down all rule and all authority and power.

If after the manner of men I have fought with ' 
beasts at Ephesus, what advantageth it mfe, if 
the dead rise not ? let us eat and drink; for to 
morrow we die. Be not deceived: evil com- 
.munications corrupt good manners. Awake to 
righteousness, and sin not ; for some have not 
the knowledge of God : I speak this to your 
shame. But some man will say, How are the 
dead raised up ? and with what body do they 
come? Thou fool, that which thou sowest is 
not quickened, except it die : and that which 
thou sowest, thou sowest not that body that 
shall be, but bare grain, it may chance of wheat,' 
or of some other grain: but God giveth it a 
body as it hath pleased him, and to every seed 
his own body.

SEEK ye the Lord while He may be found, call ye 
upon Him while He is near; let the wicked for- 
sake his way, and the unrighteous man his thoughts: 
and let him return unto the Lord, and He will have 
mercy upon him; and to our God, for He will abun- 
dantly pardon (7s0. Iv. 6, 7). In those days came John 
the Baptist, preaching in the wilderness of Judea, and '' 
saying, Repent ye; 'for the Kingdom of heaven is at 
hand (*S7. Matt. iii. i, 2). He that covereth his sins 
shall not prosper: but whoso confesseth and forsaketh 
them shall have mercy (Prow, xxviii. 13). It is of the 
Lord's mercies that we are not consumed, because His 
compassions fail not (Lam. iii. 22). If we say that we 
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have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and the truth is not 
in us. If we confess our sins, He is faithful and just 
to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness (i .57 John i. 8, 9). Return, thou back- 
sliding Israel, saith the Lord: and I will not .cause Mine 
anger to fall upon you: for I am merciful, saith the 
Lord., and I will not keep anger forever. Only ac- 
knowledge thine iniquity, that thou hast transgressed 
against the Lord thy God, and ye have not obeyed My 
voice, saith the Lord (fer. iii. 12, 13). Now after that 
John was put in prison, Jesus came into Galilee, 
preaching the Gospel of the Kingdom of God, and 
saying, The time is fulfilled, and the Kingdom of God 
is at hand: repent ye, and believe the Gospel (St. Mark 
i. 14, 15). Come now, and let us reason together, 
saith the Lord: though your 'sins be as scarlet, they 
shall be as white as snow; though they be red like 
crimson, they shall be as wool (Isa. i. 18). If thou 
shalt seek the Lord thy God, thou shalt find Him, if 
thou seek Him with all thy heart and with all thy soul. 
When thou art in tribulation, and all these things are 
come upon thee, even in the latter days, if thou turn 
to the Lord thy God, and shalt be obedient unto His 
voice; (for the Lord thy God is a merciful God;) He 
will not forsake thee, neither destroy thee, nor forget 
the covenant of thy fathers which He sware unto them 
(Deut. iv. 29-31). There is joy in the presence of the 
angels of God over one sinner that repenteth (St. Luke 
xv. 10). 

QGOD, in Whose sight the very h'eavens are not 
clean, and Who chargest even Thine angels 
with folly; mercifully enlighten our souls that we may 
see our weakness and sin, and with all lowliness of heart 
turn unto Thee the only Giver of all goodness;

And because ye 
are sons, God hath sent forth the Spirit of His Son into 
your hearts, crying, Abba, Father. .Wherefore thou art 
no more a servant, but a son; and if a son, then an 
heir of God, through Christ (Gal. iv. 4-7). This is a 
faithful saying, and worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners (i Tim. 
i. 15). Neither is there salvation in any other: for there 
is none other name under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved (Acts iv. 12). Who is He 
that condemneth ? It is Christ That died, yea rather, 
That is risen again, Who is even at the right hand of 
God, Who also maketh intercession for us (Rom. viii. 
34). If, when we were enemies, we were reconciled tc 
God by the death of His Son, much more, being 
reconciled, we shall be save by His life (Rom. v. 10). 
If any man sin, we have an Advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the Righteous: and He is the Propitiation 
for our sins: and- not for ours only, but also for the sins 
of the whole world (i St. John ii. i, 2). Christ hath 
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once suffered for sins, the Just for the unjust, that 
He might bring us to God (i St. Peter iii. 18). He is 
able also to save them to the uttermost that come unto 
God by Him, seeing He ever liveth to make interces- 
sion for them (Heb. vii. 25). Seeing then that we have 
a great High Priest, That is passed into the heavens, 
Jesus the Son of God, let us hold fast our profession. 
For we have not an High Priest Which cannot be 
touched with the feeling of our infirmities; but was in 
all points tempted like as we are, yet without sin. Let 
us therefore come boldly unto the throne of grace, that 
we may obtain mercy, and find grace to help in time of 
need (Heb. iv. 14-16). '

Then came 
the disciples unto Jesus, saying, Who is the greatest in 
the kingdom of Heaven ? And Jesus called a little 
child unto Him, and set him in the midst of them, and 
said, Verily I say unto you, except ye be converted, and 
become as little children, ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven. Whosoever therefore shall humble 
himself as this little child, the same is greatest in 
the kingdom of heaven. Take heed that ye despise not 
one of these little ones; for I say unto you, that in 
heaven their angels do always behold the face of My 
Father Which is in heaven. For the Son of man is 
come to save that which was lost. How think ye ? If 
a man have an hundred sheep, and one of them be 
gone astray, doth he not leave the ninety and nine, and 
goeth into the mountains, and seeketh that which is 
gone astray ? And if so be that he find it, verily I say 
unto you, he rejoiceth more of that sheep, than of the 
ninety and nine which went not astray. Even so it is' 
not the will of your Father, Which is in heaven, that 
one of these little ones should perish (St. Matt, xviii. 
,1-4, 10-14). I love them that love Me; and those 
that seek Me early shall find Me (Prov. viii. 17). Call 
upon Me in the time of trouble; so will I hear thee, 
and thou shalt praise Me (Ps.

5). Man dieth and wasteth away; yea, man giveth up 
the ghost, and where is he ? As the waters fail from the 
sea,' and the flood decayeth, and drieth up; so man 
Jieth down, and riseth not: till the heavens be no more, 
they shall not awake, nor be raised out of their sleep . 
(Job xiv. 10-12). He shall be brought to the grave, 
and shall remain in the tomb. The clods of the valley 
shall be sweet unto him, and every man shall draw after 
him, as there are innumerable before him (Job xxi. 32, 
33). I know that Thou wilt bring me to death, and to 
the house appointed for all living (Job xxx. 23). The 
days of man are but as grass; for he flourisheth as a 
flower of the field. For as soon as the wind goeth over, 
it, it is gone; and the place thereof shall know it no 
more (Ps. ciii. 15, 16). We are strangers before Thee, 
-O Lord, and sojourners, as were all our fathers; our 
days on the earth are as a shadow, and there is none 
abiding (i Chron. xxix. 15). Whatsoever thy hand 
firideth to do, do it with thy might; for there is no- 
work, nor device, nor knowledge, nor wisdom, in the 
grave, whither thou goest , (Eccl. ix. 10). Like as a 
father pitieth his own children, even so is the Lord 
merciful unto them .that fear Him. For He kaoweth 
thereof we are made, He remembereth that we are but 
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dust- (Ps.- ciii. 13, 14). The merciful goodness of the 
Lord endureth for ever and ever upon them that fear 
Him, and His righteousness upon : children's children, 
even upon such as keep His covenant, and think upon v 
His commandments to do them (Ps. ciii. 17, 18). The 
Lord is slow to anger, and great in power, and will not 
at all acquit the wicked. The Lord is good, a strong- 
hold in the day of trouble; and He knoweth them that 
trust in Him (Nahum. i. 3, 7). Here have we no' con- 
tinuing city, but we seek one to come (Heb. xiii. 14). 
Give diligence to make your calling and election sure; - 
so an entrance shall be ministered unto you abundantly 
into the everlasting kingdom of our Lord and Saviour, 
Jesus Christ (2 St. Peter i. 10, n). I would not have 
you to be ignorant, brethren, concerning them which 
are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as others which have , 
no hope.
